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municipal judge who shall hold his office for the term of four 
years from the first day of January next succeeding his elec-
tion, and until his successor is elected and qualified, and in 
case of a vacancy occurring in the office of municipal judge, the 
vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the governor, and the 
person appointed to fill such vacancy shall continue in office 
for the residue of the term. Only persons admitted to practice 
as attorneys in the courts of record of this state shall be qualified 
to hold the office of municipal judge. Said judge shall receive 
a salary to be fixed by the county board of supervisors whick 
shall be in lieu of all other liability from the county. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.
